Tha I^unic^p3lil/B obligation fof long senice bonusaos i« a dafined benlit plan. This plan is ba wholly unfunded as no contributions ate made by the muncipality into funds that are legally separate 
from the rnuniclpality and from which the employes benefits ere paid (each subsequent linanclal years expected payments of long service bonussas are budgeled for). The muncipality. in substance, 
underwrites the actuarial and inveslment tisics associated with the ptan. Consequently, the expense [ecogrdsed far the deflned benefit plan is the full additional liability accrued due to addiiional benefit 
enlitlernenl. The municipality's net obtigaiion in respect ol the defined benefit long service bonusses Is the present value of the defined benefit obligation less the fair value of any plan assets, together 
wah adjustments for unrecognised actuarial gains or losses end past service cost.

CAPE JOINT PENSION FUND 

The Cape Joint Pension Fund's contiibution rate payable is by the members and 16% by Council. The last valualion performed for the year ended 30 June 2006 (30 June 2005] revealed that the 
fund had an actuarial surplus of R293,0t (RST,2) million with a funding level of 1 1 1,4% (103,4%). end is in a sound financial stale as at 30 June 2006. 

CAPE JOINT RETIREMENT FUND 


The contribution rate paid by the members (9,0%) and Council (16.0%) Is sufficient to fund the benefits accruing from the fuiul In future. The last valualion performed for the year ended 30 June 2006 
(30 June 2003) i eve a led that the fund hail an actuarial surplus ofRSS.SS (RO) million with a funding level of 114% (100%). Certified In a sound financial position as at 30 June 2006. 

SALA PENSION FUND 

The fund has been certified In a sound financbl position as at 1 July 2006 and has Improved to a position where tits now 100% funded. It should be noted that the rule amendments giving effect to 
the changes as at 1 July 2003 in terms of the previous Scheme of Arrangement have been approved. Although these rule amendments were fully backdated, there is a risk that some backlog benefit 
payments may still necessary In terms of the precedent set by the Adjudicalor's ruLirvg thal a member was underpaid in a specific Instance. Provision for (his eventuality has been made In the financial 
account of the Fund. The Courrcll Is contributing en additional 2.71% to the fund as from 1 July 2005 effectiva from July 2003. 

MUNICIPAL COUNCILORS PENSION FUND 

The Municipal Ccuncilleis Pension Fund operates as a defined contribution scheme. The contribution tale paid by Ihe members (13.75%) and council (15%) Is sufficient (o fund the benefits accruing 
from (he fund In Ihe future. The actuarial valualltm of the funti was undertaken at 30 June 2005 and reported a funding ratio of 147.3%.
